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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant failed to give a clear definition of a "diversity parameter" that would allow a different interpretation of this limitation from the IP 
addresses and configuration parameters of two endpoints in a connection. Applicant argues the client edge node and serving edge node 
have not been taught, but in any connection there is a client which receives data and a server which sends data. These points of a 
connection are a "client edge node" and a "serving edge node". Applicant argues there is no teaching of setting up disjoint multicast 
distribution trees ant the network level using various routing protocols, but these are limitations which are not present in the claims. 
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
